During November 


W ith a greater total of building 
perm its issued on the first day 
of Decem ber than in the entire 
m onth of November, the figure 
for the la tte r month was 
an ­ 
nounced 
by Building Inspector 
C harles B urket this week as $22,­ 
550. This com pares w ith $40.730 
in November, 1940. 


In the eleven m onths of 1941 
the total has been $445,129 
as 
com pared to $515,435 in the same 
period last year. 
However, as B urket 
pointed 
out, there w as a total of more 
than $40,000 in perm tis issued on 
Decem ber 
1, 
alone, 
indicating

tially raise the year’s total per­ 
haps bringing it to equal or even 
exceed that of last year. 
Last Two Months Slow 
W ith the exception of the last 
two months, the total this year 
has been far ahead of that of last. 
However, because of some diffi­ 
culties in getting m aterials as 
quickly as desired and otheT fac­ 
tors, building here took a drop 
during O ctober and November. 
B urket’s report showed th at of 
the 34 building perm its issued in 
November, 12 were for additions, 
eight for rem odeling, seven for 
repairs, three new dw ellings and 
four for garages. There were 121 
building inspections by his de­ 
partm ent.

there were 33 for electric and 18 
for signs, m aking a total of 85 
perm its issued by the departm ent 
and a grand total of 236 inspec­ 
tions.

name and camp or station. Corps 
member will carry his member­ 
ship certificate in his car at all 
times. 
“O ur uniformed men.

cially drftees earning only $21 a 
month, often do not Ijave 
the 
money to spend for transporta­ 
tion 
when they obtain c a m p 
leave,” it was pointed out by of­ 
ficials of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California as the Serv­ 
ice Motor Corps was launched. 
“It is the desire of this organiza­ 
tion to see to it that uniformed 
service men do not have to beg a 
lift. They will be invited to ride.”

County, School 


And Special Taxes 


Increase 1412,924 


County, school, and special dis­ 
trict taxes levied by Riverside 
county for the current year are 
$412,924 higher than the levies 
by these same governments last 
year, according to a study of tax­ 
es levied by counties in Califor­ 
nia, just completed by California 
Taxpayers' association. These are 
the county, school, and special 
district tax levies presented to 
the people in their county tax 
bills, the first half of which are 
delinquent December 5, the asso­ 
ciation stated. City tax levies are 
not included in the figures, it was 
pointed out. 
Levies by the county, school, 
and district governments in the 
county totaled $3,494,939 for the 
present year, compared with $3,­ 
082,015 for 1940-41, the associa­ 
tion found.

Tvphus fever, that rat-borne plague, deadliest 
killer of the ages, has risen in the wasted villages 
of poverty-stricken Spain, where sanitation has 
broken down and rats have come to live with list­ 
less men. The death wagons roll through dirty 
streets. 
So doctors, rather than military men, have dis­ 
covered why Hitler has failed to march into Spam 
to smash at Gibralter and close the Mediterranean 
Sea to Britain’s fleet. Hitler’s legions of steel j’^ve 
no weapon to oppose the plague that dimmed the 
glory of Greece, swept away one-fourth of the pop­ 
ulation of Europe in the Dark Ages, came back from 
Moscow with Napoleon’s shattered army to ravage 
France, and killed six million people in Russia and 
Serbia after World War I. Berlin as well as Paris 
jK fearful of the plague that threatens to race 
northward through underfed, ill-clothed conquered 
countries— into Germany. 
And 1 looked, and behold, a pale horse: and his 
name that sat on him was Death, and Hell follow­ 
ed with him. And power was given unto them over 
the fourth part of the earth, to kill with the sword, 
and with hunger and with death, and with the 
beasts of the earth.— Revelation, VI, 7.

HIGHWAY BLACKOUT 


Arresting facts that highway accident deaths 
in the United States for the last year have exceed­ 
ed deaths from bombing in England for the entne 
year of the big blitz, give force to safety warnings 
of the state department of motor vehicles as the 
m ost dangerous season for driving begins. Winter 
this year brings not only long nights, fogs and wet 
pavements, but also hundreds of thousands of sol­ 
diers on holiday leave to thicken the stream of mo­ 
tor traffic and increase accident hazards. One high­ 
ly dangerous habit to be stressed in this winter s 
safety crusade, according to James M. Cartel, de­ 
partment director, is failure of motorists to dim 
their lights when approaching other vehicles. The 
glare of undimmed lights causes a veritable “high­ 
way blackout” of several seconds duration, in which 
a fast-m oving automobile will travel the length of 
a city block or more while the glare-blinded driver 
is helpless to avoid collision or plunge from the 
highway. 
Patrol Chief Cato is directing a state­ 
wide campaign to apprehend and curb offenders 
in this category of driving carelessness. 
The time will come, in all probability, when ar­ 
terial highways will be clearly illuminated from 
overhead, as baseball and football stadiums are 
now lighted for night games. But in the meantime, 
despite the best efforts of law enforcement au­ 
thorities to compel safe driving, the best defense 
against highway blackouts and other accident 
causes is continual exercise of common sense 
particularly in the coming weeks of darkness, 
dampness and heavy travel. 


THE CAT: MYSTIC AND MASTER

The cat grins 
derisively at his human hosts the while he basks 
in the warmth of their fireplaces. Perhaps the w is­ 
dom of his forty million years head start in anti­ 
quity m akes of the alley tom a true mystic and the 
master of the upstart human race.

It Is often possible to find buds, 
blossoms and fully ripened fruit on 
the same tree at the same time. 
No wonder the lemon pie Is not a 
seasonable dessert. 
Lemons 
are 
the 
only known 
source of Vitamin P, or citrln; and 
an excellent source of Vitamin C; 
a good source of Vitamin Bj; and 
lemons also aid digestion. 
So, no matter when you read this, 
ft’s a seasonable time for any of 
those lemon recipes that have been 
put away In your file. Why not try 
one for tonight's dinner or tomor­ 
row's lunch? Here’s a favorite: 


Lemon Shortcake 
Beat 1 egg until very thick. Add 
% cup sugar and the grated rind 
of 1 lemon. 
Peel the lemon, re­ 
moving all traces of rind.

the seeds and fibrous parts. Blend 
beaten egg, sugar, the grated rind, 
the Juice and cut up pulp of the 
lemou and cool until serving time, 
at which time 2 tablespoons of 
cream are added. 
Serve between 
and over warm, split and buttered 
biscuits. 
A banana may be sliced 
into It for variety. 
(The quantities 
of sugar and cream may need re­ 
vising to suit taste.)
